Victim, thought to be in 50s, had head injury

THREE men have been arrested on 
suspicion of murder after a man was 
found dead in South Tottenham on 
Sunday night. 

Police were called to a patch of overgrown 
waste ground between Ermine Road and the 
nearby railway line at 11.35pm. 

Officers discovered the body of a man believed 
to be in his 50s, with a suspected head injury. 

He was pronounced dead at the scene. 

Three men, aged 32, 50 and 30, were arrested 


near the scene and remained in custody at a north 
London police station as we went to press. 

Police are still trying to track down the man’s 
next of kin and a post-mortem examination is yet 
to take place. 

Forensic officers continued their search of the 
scene on Monday. The area is believed to have 
been used by homeless people, as well as groups 
gathering to drink late at night. 

Detectives from the Homicide and Major Crime 
Command are investigating.

Doctors due to approve 
takeover of Chase Farm 
NHS trust by Royal Free

DOCTORS responsible for commission¬ 
ing health services in the borough are 
set to approve of the takeover of Chase 
Farm Hospital by the Royal Free. 

The governing body of Enfield Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group is expected 
to sign the transaction agreement at a 
public meeting today for the Royal Free 
NHS Foundation Trust’s acquisition of 
the Barnet and Chase Farm Hospitals 
NHS Trust. 

All hospitals are required to become 
foundation trusts this year, with financial 
independence from the government. 

Following a review in July 2012, 
which found that the trust which admin¬ 
isters Chase Farm, in The Ridgeway, 
Enfield, would never achieve that level 
of financial stability alone, a bidder was 
sought to take on the task. 

The Royal Free, which is based in 
Hampstead, was the only trust to 
express an interest. 

Health chiefs now want the three 
hospitals to start operating under the 
banner of the Royal Free in July. 

But the documents published by the 
CCG before the meeting, which will be 
held at the Royal Chace Hotel, in 



The Ridgeway, Enfield, include no 
financial details. 

The documents reveal that the seven 
CCGs supporting the takeover are 
expected to fund 7.5 per cent of the costs 
of the transaction, but state that finan¬ 
cial information remains “commercially 
confidential until such time as the sec¬ 
retary of state has given his approval”. 

Monty Meth, life president of the 
Enfield Over 50s Forum, criticised the 
lack of information provided to patients 
and residents. 

“The public are entitled to know the 
financial implications of this takeover 
and how it is going to affect health 
services in the borough,” he said. 


“It’s a public service and the public 
are the shareholders here. If this was a 
private sector takeover, there would be a 
prospectus available with a financial 
forecast and plan, like the AstraZeneca 
and Pfizer deal. 

“The CCG is being treated like 
puppets on a string.” 

Mr Meth said one of his members was 
referred to the Hampstead hospital after 
breaking a finger. 

“They promised services from the 
Royal Free would come to Chase Farm 
and Barnet, but there’s no consultation 
with residents - we are being kept in 
the dark.” 

The CCG and Royal Free declined to 
comment before the meeting, but a CCG 
spokeswoman said board members had 
been provided regularly with detailed 
information. 

In January, the trust submitted a 
business case to the NHS Trust 
Development Authority. Monitor, the 
health service regulator, is about to 
complete its 14-week assessment and 
will decide on the deal on May 28. 

The board of the Royal Free will make 
its final decision on June 3, after which 
Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt will be 
asked to give the final seal of approval. 

Today’s meeting starts at 12.30pm. 


Call-in bid to 
block licence 
for landlords 

COUNCILLORS are being asked 
to take another look at plans to 
introduce a landlord licensing 
scheme across the borough. 

Conservative Terry Neville 
called in the cabinet’s decision for 
landlords to be licensed for every 
property they own. 

The scheme is aimed at tackling 
antisocial behaviour and the 
Tories say it will be ineffectual. 

Speaking before tonight’s 
meeting of Enfield Council’s 
overview and scrutiny committee 
meeting, Mr Neville said: “They 
are saying we are awash with 
antisocial behaviour, but their 
own report says that over recent 
years incidents have gone down in 
considerable numbers. 

“Rather than introducing a 
hugely bureaucratic scheme, which 
will require a mass of people to go 
through the paperwork, they 
should target the limited resources 
on those properties where they 
know there are problems.” 

Under the plans, a five-year 
licence costs £500. Those landlords 
who apply early are being granted 
a 50 per cent discount. 

Mr Neville also says the council’s 
claims about antisocial behaviour 
could be a self-fulfilling prophesy. 

“If we say ‘it’s so bad here we 
have to introduce this scheme’, it 
will drive the good people away 
and get the bad lots coming in,” 
he added. “It’s an awful scheme.” 
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Election hopeful condemned following 
‘Lenny Henry should emigrate’ tweets 

UKIP candidate slammed by running mate and equalities groups after defending views on TV

A POLITICAL colleague of the UKIP council 
election candidate who said that comedian Lenny 
Henry “should emigrate to a black country” has 
distanced himself from the comments. 

UKIP candidate William Henwood, 
who is standing for election in 
Enfield Town ward on May 22, 
has defended the comments 
he made on micro blogging 
site Twitter. 

Mr Henwood said: “He 
does not have to live with 
whites” after the black 
stage and screen star had 
called for better represen¬ 
tation of black and ethnic 
minorities in British cul¬ 
tural life. 

Speaking to the BBC 
after the comments received 
widespread coverage last 
weekend, Mr Henwood said: “I 
think if black people come to this 
country and don’t like mixing with white 
people, why are they here? 

“If he (Mr Henry) wants a lot of blacks around, 
go and live in a black country.” 

However, his co-candidate for UKIP in Enfield 
Town, former Conservative councillor Bill Price, 
has condemned his running mate’s comments 
and told the Advertiser. “He should not be 
considered as a candidate after the comments that 
he has made. 

“I certainly do not share his opinions and he is 
clearly in the wrong party. He should really be in 
the BNP or something.” 


Mr Henwood was unavailable for comment 
at time of going to press, but according to 
his Linkedln profile he has a South African 
equivalent to an HND in mechanical and 
electrical engineering. 

And yesterday political website politics.co.uk 
reported a source had told it that Mr Henwood, 
who is standing for an anti-immigration 
party, was not born in the UK - but 
rather in South Africa. 

Chandra Bhatia, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Enfield Racial 
Equality Council, based in 
Fore Street, Edmonton, 
told this newspaper: “It is 
not appropriate for any 
politician of any political 
party to be making such 
statements.” 

Adding his voice to the 
condemnation of the com¬ 
ments, Bevin Betton, a 
trustee of the equality council 
and a member of the Enfield 
Caribbean Association, said: “On 
a personal level it is like we take one 
step forward and 20 steps backwards. 

“We have been through this all before in the 
1960s - we thought we had made some progress. 
But clearly there is still a lot of work to be done. 
There is still a fight to be had.” 

As well as the references to Mr Henry, the UKIP 
candidate also referred to Islam being reminiscent 
of “the Third Reich” and in one post likened the 
religion to a cult. 

A spokesman from UKIP told the Advertiser 
yesterday that the matter had been referred to the 
party’s national executive, which will take any 
disciplinary action. 
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Tension between gangs on 
night teen killed, court told 
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TENSIONS were “running high” between two 
rival gangs on the night a teenager was shot dead 
in Edmonton last year, a court heard this week. 

Mohammed Hussein, 19, of the GMG gang, 
was shot with a sawn-off shotgun in the car park 
of Walbrook House, a tower block on an estate 
off Bounces Road, on April 1. 

He was attacked almost two years after 15- 
year-old Negus McClean, of Dem Africans, was 
stabbed to death in a tit-for-tat gang attack just 
half a mile away. 

Natneal Tesfay, 21, of Park Road, Bowes Park, 
is being retried for murder after a jury in a trial 
at Kingston Crown Court last October was 
unable to reach a verdict. 

Three others charged with murder - Christopher 
Aluma and Simeon Birde, both 19, and a 16- 
year-old who cannot be named for legal rea¬ 
sons - were all acquitted in October. 

Opening the case for the prosecution on 
Monday, Simon Denison QC told Kingston 
Crown Court that Tesfay and Mr Hussein were 
members of two violent gangs with a bitter rivalry. 

As the jury watched CCTV footage which 
captured the evening’s events, Mr Denison said 
that Tesfay belonged to the Dem Africans, a 
gang which roamed the streets of Edmonton’s 
N9 postcode. 

The footage showed a black Vauxhall Corsa 
slowing down outside a kebab shop before being 
chased by a group of teenagers including Tesfay. 

According to Mr Denison, the car contained 
Mr Hussein and other members of the GMG 
gang, who “taunted” the Dem Africans. 

“Tensions between the gangs were running 
high,” said Mr Denison. “At the beginning of 
April 2011 a young member of the Edmonton 



DA gang, Negus McClean, was stabbed and 
killed on a street in Edmonton. 


“Four young members of the GMG gang were 
due to stand trial for his murder a week after this 
incident happened.” 

Further footage showed the group of young 
men, including Tesfay, return to the shop after 
chasing the car. 

Tesfay was seen getting into a black Vauxhall 
Astra with another young man. 

The car was driven off before turning up in a 
car park in Foxglove Close, close to Walbrook 
House. The footage showed Tesfay getting out 
of the car with a large plastic bag, which Mr 
Denison told the jury contained the shotgun 
used later that night to kill Mr Hussein. 

“We say that he had gone to pick up that bag 
and that gun,” said Mr Denison.

THE business leader is striving to be elected 
in an effort to halt traffic changes, which he 
says will sound the death knell of businesses 
throughout the borough.

“Times are tough for traders at the moment 
and the council needs to recognise that.” 

Mr Georgiou fears if more voices opposing 
changes to parking and traffic flow are not 
heard in the chamber then the council will 
simply force through unpopular changes. 

“The mini-Holland proposal document 
currently on the council website is 100 pages 
long and not once does it mention traders,” 
he added. “The council says it will only start 
consulting after the elections - but we want to 
do it now.” 

He also wants to introduce 30 minutes of free 
parking in Green Lanes, actively discourage 
betting shops from colonising the area and 
work to attract a wider variety of shops.

THE Polish national says he wants to help

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Cat Hill protest camp 
on alert over eviction

CAMPAIGNERS occupying a patch 
of woods on the site of a 231-home 
housing development are on “high 
alert” despite rumours of plans to 
evict activists proving unfounded. 

Environmental activists, who joined 
the Save Cat Hill campaign and set up 
camp in and around the site in Cock- 
fosters, said they had been told by 
representatives of housing developer 
London and Quadrant that some of 
their tents would be forcibly removed. 
However, yesterday afternoon the

protesters tweeted that the morning 
had passed off without incident - but 


the camps were on “high alert”. The 
protesters, who are part of the same 
group that successfully reopened 
Friern Barnet Library in 2012, have 
vowed to peacefully resist any 
attempts to remove the group. 

Occupier Danny G said: “They just 
said that the police told them they can 
move our tents and that we have to 
move because if we put up a fight we 
will be aggravating the situation. 

“It is an illegal eviction attempt if 
they do not have the proper papers to 
serve us. Usually, if you sit down and 
link arms, that is a way to resist. It is 
going to be an opportunity to raise 
awareness of the campaign.” 

Members of the Save Cat Hill group 
fought a long-running battle against 
the L&Q’s plans until they were 
finally approved by Enfield Council 
in March last year. When building 
started in February, they set up a per¬ 
manent protest camp outside the site. 

Members of the Occupy movement 
joined the fight last week, setting up 
camps in the woodland inside the 
development site and on the grass 
verge outside. 

An L&Q spokesman said: “We are 
concerned about people camping on 
our land. They risk damaging this 
important woodland habitat for 
protected wildlife, which we all want 
to protect. We hope that they will 
recognise this and move on of their 
own accord.

One in ten boys will 
not reach pension age, 
new figures forecast 


NEW figures have revealed that 11 per 
cent of baby boys in Enfield will not 
live to draw their pension, raising fresh 
concerns over health inequalities in 
the borough. 

The figures, published by the Office 
for National Statistics last week, 
showed that despite an increase in an 
Enfield boy’s life expectancy from 76.9 
to 80.5 years over the past decade, 
there are groups of underprivileged 
families whose life expectancy is 
effectively lagging decades behind the 
rest of the borough. 

With 11 per cent of boys not expected 
to reach retirement age, Enfield 
recorded the eighth lowest percentage 
in London. 

It was 14 per cent in neighbouring 
Haringey while Hackney topped the 
London list with 17 per cent of boys 
not surviving until the age of 65. 

Across London, women are now 
expected to live 83.8 years on average 
- a full year longer than they were only 
four years ago - and men are catching 
up, with average life expectancy now at 
79.61 years. 

Commenting on the figures, Dr 
Shahed Ahmad, director of public 
health, said Enfield Council recognised 
that people living in the more deprived 
areas in the borough in the east had 
much lower life expectancy than those 
in the more affluent west. 


“This is why our joint health and 
well-being strategy has as one of its top 
themes reducing health inequalities,” 
he said. 

The council has previously lamented 
the biggest life expectancy gap in the 
borough - for women in the Highlands 
area it is 90 years while in Upper 
Edmonton it is 77. 

And in 2012 it revealed that one in 
four children in Enfield is clinically 
obese, outstripping the England 
average by six per cent. 

The main reasons for early deaths are 
heart disease and stroke, cancers and 
respiratory diseases and the council 
said that ensuring people are in good 
quality jobs, have good housing and are 
well educated are all key factors in 
increasing life expectancy. 

Dr Ahmad added: “We are also 
looking to improve physical activity 
and nutrition and we are tackling 
smoking, high blood pressure and high 
cholesterol levels. 

“Health kiosks have been placed in 
GP surgeries across Enfield and we are 
working closely with colleagues in the 
NHS to help them manage high blood 
pressure and high cholesterol levels.” 

The council also commissions a 
community-based health checks pro¬ 
gramme and a scheme to help residents 
give up smoking, which can be 
contacted on 0800 652 8405.

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Couple fear for baby’s 
health in damp home

A COUPLE are struggling to keep their baby 
daughter healthy in the midst of increasingly 
dank and damp conditions in their emergency 
accommodation. 

When Ian Vandepeer, 36, and his partner, 23- 
year-old Clare Wilson, were left needing a home 
after the birth of their baby daughter Carmel, 
Haringey Council could not accommodate 
them - so Enfield Council agreed to try and find 
the new family emergency housing. 

But since moving into the property in Cherry 
Blossom Close, Palmers Green, on March 18, the 
family have been plagued with health problems. 

Carmel is just ten weeks old and has battled 
repeated chest infections, which the family say 
are a result of the damp and condensation that 
have been spreading steadily through the home. 

“I know that we are all falling sick because of 
these conditions,” said Mr Vandepeer. “When I 
lived with my sister in Edmonton, the house was 
so damp that I ended up in hospital with severe 
pneumonia, and even when I was getting better 
the doctors were not happy that I was going back 
to such damp conditions.” 

Summer is around the corner and the problem 
seems to be growing more severe by the day. 

“We saw mould on the baby’s buggy the other 
day,” added Mr Vandepeer. “We have been told to 
turn on storage heaters every day to dry the place 
out, but they cost £10 a day. We have just had a 
baby. How can we afford that?” 

An Enfield Council spokesman told the 
Advertiser yesterday: “This family moved into 
the property last month as a housing emergency. 
We are working with them to find a more suitable 
home as a matter of urgency. 

“No problems were found during previous 
inspections of the property, but we endeavour to 
work with our households in emergency housing

to ensure that the property they are living in is of 
a good standard. We are arranging another inspec¬ 
tion of the property today, which will investigate 
the issues further and find an effective solution to 
the problems they are facing.”

Environment matters 


B RITAIN was once widely 
referred to as the “dirty 
man of Europe” - a broadly 
justified description of our littering 
and waste disposal habits. 

Thankfully, things have 
improved as individuals, 
companies and policy makers 
have become more 
environmentally aware - hence 
more responsible attitudes 
regarding sustainable means of 
waste management. 

More UK beaches are achieving 
the coveted European blue flag. 
Here in Enfield, more parks are 
gaining green flag status. 

I am concerned, however, that 
the accumulation of marine litter 
is increasing. 

Last month, an environmental 
activism group called Surfers 
Against Sewage recruited more 
than 3,500 volunteers to remove 
what ended up being 25 tonnes 
of litter from our beaches. 

My husband, Rob, was part of 
this task force and told me of his 
more interesting finds. 

These included LEGO bricks, 
plastic Q-tip sticks and, of 
course, countless quantities of 
plastic packaging, bottles and 
bags - all of which take decades 
to decompose. 

The most spectacular find was 
a 1970s’ yogurt pot, the most 
humorous, a set of dentures in 
Thorpe Bay, Southend. 

There is no reason for this 
because all local authorities 
provide adequate facilities to 
collect and dispose of waste. 

That being the case, it is up to 
us as individuals to be responsible. 
So, please remember that your 
car window, lavatory and 
pavements have specific uses - 
as do your rubbish bins. 

I urge all readers to take their 
litter home and dispose of their 
waste in the appropriate way. 

We can all do our bit to help 
keep Britain tidy.

Pedestrianised streets 
can only be beneficial 


RE: “Don’t drive away shoppers” 
(Letters, Advertiser, April 23). 

Traders and residents are understand¬ 
ably concerned about possible loss of 
revenue and increased congestion when 
the mini-Holland bid is implemented. 

In fact, research conducted in towns 
and cities which have put such schemes 
in place show, perhaps surprisingly, 
that the opposite is true. 

For example, in Australia, research 
from a retail street shows that each 
square metre of space allocated to car 
parking brought in $6 per hour whereas 
each square metre allocated to cycle 
parking brought in more than five 
times as much - $31. 

In New York, a protected bicycle 
lane on Eighth and Ninth avenues 
(Manhattan) resulted in a 49 per cent 
increase in retail sales. 

Research from a number of cities, 
both in Europe and this country, show 
that pedestrianisation and improved 
cycle facilities show increased shopping, 
with people enjoying the improved 
environment to shop locally. 

As to congestion, again, research 
shows that, although this may increase 
initially, it does die down. 

And there is no sign of additional 
traffic in surrounding streets. 

A phenomenon known as traffic 
evaporation takes place as drivers find 
alternatives. In Wolverhampton, where 
all through traffic was removed from 
the town centre, research shows that

traffic around the periphery had not 
increased - some had “evaporated”. 

In addition to the benefits of 
increased retail sales and less conges¬ 
tion, air pollution in the city centre was 
improved with less carbon monoxide, 
nitrogen oxide and particulate matter. 

All proposed schemes were subject 
to fierce opposition before implemen¬ 
tation, but surveys carried out once the 
schemes had been implemented 
revealed wide scale approval and, in 
some cases, a wish to extend pedestri¬ 
anised areas.

□ AS A diligent councillor, Martin 
Prescott (“Don’t waste £30million for 
cycling, council is warned”, Advertiser, 
April 9) is hard to beat - but on streets/ 
traffic issues he is lost to the wonders 
of the past. 

Cities cannot go on growing their 
traffic and allowing it to dominate lives 


and undermine people’s health with 
deadly pollution. 

The council has to do something to 
reduce cars on the road - notably driver- 
only cars - especially as for most urban 
journeys could easily be done by bike, 
benefiting both the drivers’ health and 
the quality of life/ health of everyone. 

Mr Prescott is clearly concerned 
that proposed cycle lanes will reduce 
kerbside parking, to the detriment of 
shopkeepers. And he is right that par¬ 
ticular drivers who currently pause to 
buy en route may be unable to do so. 
But that’s not the whole story. 

What matters is whether alternative 
buyers will come forward - bikers using 
the cycle lanes are one probability - 
but case studies worldwide show that 
what really matters is ensuring pedes¬ 
trians use the space. 

Reducing traffic helps with that and 
traders making their shops and the 
street attractive is essential, but the 
council also has to work hard. 

This includes improving pavement 
areas, planting trees and, most impor¬ 
tantly, calming traffic to 20mph. 

To some, a surprising story from the 
worldwide case studies is that of a car 
park replaced as a social area by the 
New York City authorities. 

Turnover in the immediate vicinity 
went up 173 per cent and by 18 per cent 
in the borough as a whole.

Go-ahead for town 
hall flats and clock 


PROPOSALS to turn Southgate Town Hall into 
flats were approved by councillors last week. 

Enfield Council’s planning committee gave the 
go-ahead to plans to convert the office building 
into 19 flats, and for the construction of a part- 
three, part-four-storey block of 18 affordable 
homes with balconies behind the former admin¬ 
istrative hub, in Green Lanes, Palmers Green. 

The adjacent library will also be refurbished as 
part of the deal. 

The approval for the flats marked the end of a 
long-standing battle between the council and 
Enfield Southgate MP David Burrowes, who 
insisted the site should have been preserved for a 
free school to alleviate the pressure on primary 
school places. 

The council has said the scheme will provide 
much-needed affordable housing. Building work 
is expected to begin in the summer and be com¬ 
pleted in late 2015. 

At the same meeting, the committee approved 
plans for a new landmark clock in Palmers 
Green triangle.

£l-a-day challenge provides 
food for thought for Tamsin

A CAMPAIGNER has challenged others to get an insight into 
the lives of those living in extreme poverty after surviving on just 
£1 a day. 

Tamsin Salfrais, 20, of Princes Avenue, Enfield Lock, 
has completed Save the Children’s Live Below the Line challenge. 

The campaign challenges people to spend just £1 a day on all of 
their food and drink, raising awareness of the millions of people 
worldwide who go hungry every day. 

Tamsin, who has raised £220 for the charity to date, is urging 
residents to get involved in the challenge and raise money to sup¬ 
port Save the Children’s work. 

She said: “No child should die because they can’t get enough to 
eat. I hope I have put a spotlight on the 1.2billion people who live 
below the poverty line, whose £1 a day has to cover everything, 
including accommodation, healthcare and education.” 

She said that she found the five-day challenge difficult. 

With just £5 to spend on food and drink, luxuries such as a mid¬ 
morning coffee and chocolate bars were strictly off-limits. 

She adopted a creative approach when choosing her meals, 
opting for a regimented diet of whole foods and staples. 

“The food was OK, but the size of the portions were small,” said 
the fundraiser. 

“But by being a little creative in my cooking, I was able to make 
my £1 go further. I bought things such as lentils, potatoes and 
eggs, so avoided being too hungry. 

“But I was glad to have a little chocolate when the challenge 
was up.” 

Save the Children works in more than 120 countries, saving 
young people’s lives, fighting for their rights and helping them to 
fulfil their potential. 

The money raised will buy potentially life-saving mosquito 
nets, costing just £3 each, for countries including South Sudan, in 
north-east Africa, where half the population lives on less than £1 
a day. 

Commenting on the challenge, Tamsin added: “It gives you a 
new outlook. It makes you think, ‘Some people have to live like 
this every day’.”

In London, the rental market can be exceptionally competitive for those desirable properties close to 
the station, offer a garden and all important parking. If the demand outstrips the supply, you may 
need to be ahead of the game in being able to secure such a gem. So, how can you maximise your 
chances of landing your dream rental 

One Viewing, One Decision 

Chances are, popular properties will have potential tenants queuing round the block so make sure 
you and your partner or flat mates all attend the viewing together. That way, everyone has the 
opportunity to ask questions, and to make a quick decision if need be. 

Get Your Finances in Order 

If landlords have a choice of tenants, they're going to be swayed by those who have deposits ready. 
A holding deposit will usually secure a property, so if you can make a decision quickly, have this 
ready to transfer in order to take the property off the market. 

References 

It's a good idea to line up some references in advance, or at least have names and contact details 
of previous landlords or employers - you may be required to supply a character reference, as well 
as proof of employment and income via bank statements or pay slips. 

List of Requirements 

This obviously needs to be flexible as it's unlikely you'll find a property with absolutely everything 
you're looking for. Ticking 8 out of 10 boxes with a rental is probably quite good going depending 
on availability. However, if a tiny second bedroom or road noise is a deal breaker for you or your 
housemates, then check the details first and don't waste your own time with a viewing. 

Guarantor 

If you or your flat mates are self-employed or on a temporary work contract, you might have trouble 
backing up your references. Some agencies and landlords simply refuse self-employed tenants as 
standard practise. Line up a guarantor to help speed up the process and to bypass the potential 
reference failure hurdle. 

The key to securing a rental property is preparation: if you have everything in order and are 
prepared to make a quick decision, you'll put yourself in the best possible position. Landlords like 
tenants who are proactive, financially secure and reliable. Agents and existing tenants want to keep 
viewings to a minimum and find good tenants as quickly as possible.

H AVING a good idea is only half the 
battle - possibly even less than half.

Better still, the differing look is for a purpose, 
namely the extra space on the inside. It’s signif¬ 
icantly longer than the saloon and Touring with 


more length in the wheelbase - although to look 
at, you wouldn’t think it was that much bigger. 

The pay-off, however, is in the back seats that 
offer I i mo-1 ike space. 

True, it wasn’t often that anyone taller than 
the kids travelled in the back, but as any parent 
knows, the more space, the better. 

The same goes for the boot, too. There’s 
more space than the 3 Series Touring with seats 
up or down. The 3’s boot swallowed everything 
from a jet washer to a rabbit hutch and never 
batted an eyelid. 

The standard electric hatch and rear-mounted 
release for the rear seats came in exceptionally 
handy, too. 

My 3 had the most humble of the diesel 
offerings, with a modest 143bhp, but a very 
healthy 2351b ft of torque. 

As diesels do, it loosened up as the miles 
rolled by and the performance was always 
more than enough. 

It was thrifty with it, too, although the biggest 
hurdle to achieving good fuel economy was the 


driver. It averaged 48mpg and that was with me 
generally not behaving myself. 

On the rare occasions I gave it the full eco 
approach it hit 70 or even 80 miles per gallon 
on a long run. I’m just always running late. 

Another simple thing is that the 3GT was 
great fun to drive. It steered and handled with 
the precision you don’t expect from a family 
car - and that just made it all the harder to 
behave myself. 

In truth, it spent plenty of time trudging up 
and down motorways and the comfortable 
seats and good driving position made short 
work of that as well. 

So, basically, the biggest problem with the 
3GT is that people think they need a Touring or 
a saloon instead. 

By all means go right ahead, but given that 
the GT beats both for space, offers a better 
ride and is subtly different from all the other 3 
Series out there, it’s worth seriously consider¬ 
ing this instead. 

Summed up in a word... this car is versatile.

BATTLING VICTORY 
DELIGHTS DAWSON

SKIPPER Michael Dawson 
revealed his delight that Totten¬ 
ham Hotspur managed to stand 
firm under pressure and secure 
all three points at Stoke City on 
Saturday. 

Looking for victory to boost 
their hopes of qualifying for the 
Europa League, Spurs enjoyed 
much the better of the first half 
and deservedly took the lead 
when Danny Rose scored what 
proved to be the only goal of the 
game. 

The hosts then had Ryan Shaw- 
cross sent off early in the second 
half after collecting a second 
yellow card, but this seemed to 
galvanise Stoke as they put 
Tottenham under some pressure. 

However, the visitors managed 
to hold firm to condemn Stoke to 
just their third home league 
defeat of the season as Spurs 
consolidated sixth place in the 
Premier League table. 

“I thought we dominated in the 
first half and played very well,” 
said Dawson, who made his first 
start since early March after 
recovering from injury. “When 
they went down to ten men in the 
second half, you’d like to think 
that we’d have dominated again, 
but it doesn’t work in that way at 
Stoke. 

“We didn’t pass it like we nor¬ 
mally do and they pushed on. 
They had the momentum, but we 
dug deep and showed another 
side to our game. 

“You have to do that at Stoke - 


they don’t give up. I thought they 
had a real go at the end of the 
game, which was always going 
to happen when they were 1-0 
down at home, but we stood 
strong. ” 

Head coach Tim Sherwood 
was also pleased with the fight¬ 
ing spirit displayed by his side as 
they kept their first clean sheet 
in ten matches. 

“Stoke is a tough place to 
come, and we knew that,” he 
said. “They’ve taken some big 
scalps, they’ve only been beaten 
three times at home, and probably 
this was a banana skin on every¬ 
one’s coupon - but it never 
looked like that. 

“We should have come in at 
half-time at least two goals up. 
We dominated the game. I said 
to the players at half-time to be a 
bit more patient on the ball, 
make a few more forward runs 
and we’ll create something, but 
it seemed to give them the initia¬ 
tive after they went down to ten 
men. 

“The criticism of Tottenham 
teams in the past sometimes was 
they didn’t want to fight it out, 
but this team don’t roll over and 
they’re willing to put their bod¬ 
ies on the line for the cause. I 
demand nothing less than that. 

“At this stage of the season it’s 
about trying to get the points. It 
can’t always be pretty, sometimes 
you have to dig in and work for 
each other. 

“I thought we certainly didn’t 
look like a team who had their 
sunglasses and flip-flops packed 
ready to go on holiday.”
